This office action is in response to application No. 10/632564 filed on 
08/01/03. Claims 1 - 35 are pending on this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-35 are allowed.

With respect to claims 1 , 26, 31 and 34, in addition to other elements In 

the respective claim, the prior art does not teach an integrated system for code 
acquisition having a converter unit coupled to the sample reducer unit to convert 
the reduced serial digital bit stream to a parallel bit stream of words and to output 
the words at a second clock rate; and a correlator unit coupled to the converter 
unit to receive the parallel bit stream of words and to con-elate one of the words 
in parallel with a word of the digital code for a plurality of cycles of the second 
clock rate to increase correlation throughput.
